public provisions; 

(b) hat this practice is expressly or tacitly accepted by third States, end in , 
particular by neighbouring Svaies; 

(c) That it is absolutely necessary for the coastal State to have full possession of 
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the bay for reasons of dcronce or or economic interests peculiar to the zone ‘we

A bay whose coasts belong to two or more States and which meets the reguiroments 
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lai@ down in Article ... shell be regarded as historic only by agreement vetween the 


coastal States. Such afmeenent shall specify the clos sing line of the bay and the 
Limits of the respective maritime soaces. 

The coastal State or Gtates shall notify the International : 
the agreement or agreements mentioned in the previous paragraph. and shall mark thein on 
the large-scale charts prepared by the respective States. In the absence of such 
notification the régime of historic bays shall not be applicable to the bay in ques*icn.

The foregoing provisions shed apoly mutatis mutandis to the recognition of 
historic waters other than bays. | The coastal State may claim such waters as internal 
waters or as territorial sea, depending on the type of jurisdiction it has exercised 


over them.
